In view of the campaign of mis-

“ following statement for public 
information. : 
Defiance, Not Defence. 

It cannot be overemphasized 
inat the conflict which the Volun- 
teers chose, to enter into with thd 
Government was not one for the 
possession of the Arms shipped 
from Belgium by the steamer 
“Hay,” but for the overthrow: of 
“the Government, not one for selt- 
defence but for aggression. . The 

“Government ‘had always viewed 
with sympathy and encourage- 
ment the formation of the MLV.G.- 
ag evidenced by the fact that Dr. 
Sun himself presented Colours to 
it last, June ‘at! ayy official review. 
When the steamér “Hav’” arrived 
at Canton with its shipment of 
arms, Chan Lim-pak, the then 
Commandant of the Corps, in his 
efforts to get the arms passed by 
the Government, pursued. such & 
course of deception and misrepre- 
sentation that the suspicions of 
- the Authorities were arouscd. 
widespread campaign, to advertise 
Chan Lim-pak and his pinch-back 
Fascisti in. the foreign’ press in 
Hongkong and the Treaty Ports,

Expedition. The discussion of 
the details for the carrying out o 
the understanding was delayed 
and prolonged by representatives 
of the Merchant Volunteer: Corps 

until} last week, when a full under- 
standing was reached between 
other represcntatives ‘of’ the 
M.V.C. and General Li Fook-lam. 
It was to the effect that the 
Government, instead. of accepting 
‘the financial‘ contribution, should 


. receive rifles from the Volunteers,

Responsibility. On Conspirators.
